NSFW is a strange adaptation to modern corporate 
culture, where everyone is suppose to be sexually neuter, no balls, 
no vagina, while at work. In corporate offices we are expected to be 
celibate monks and nuns. We cannot see one erect naked nipple. 
That is bad behavior, cause for reprimand, or worse. 











My own creative action crosses many fields, painting, music, 
sculpture and film. One of my most viewed works is a 28 minute 
video, once shown on cable TV, now only available on archive.org.

I have been pleased and amazed by the interest this video has 
stirred. There is nothing that special about it. One pretty naked 
female, doing nothing particularly erotic. One old, silly musician 
creating music for the girl to dance to. And a few short moments of 
actual erotic human behavior. The music throughout is quiet and 
pleasant. Acoustic guitars, a dulcimer, some bells, a native American 
flute. That's it. 

I cannot possibly we categorized as pom. It barely qualifies as 
entertainment — considering the hi-tech film techniques we see 
everywhere. Still, whatever it is, the film has been seen by 273,878 
people, and that number grows by about 10,000 views per week. 









I have no idea how many viewers have watched this at work, when 
they were supposed to be making money for somebody. We all need 
some moments of distraction. 

I believe the film is popular, because it is low-tech, and easy to take. 
There is no loud agenda being shoved at the viewer. It offers a 
cheerful, playful view of sexual joy, between one old guy, and a few 
young, mostly naked females. We hear nothing except music. There 
is no narration or dialogue to push us toward any conclusions. 

There is no story at all. This lack of dramatic content, and lack of 
story-line is precisely what makes the film attractive. Viewer can 
simply take it for what it is, pause, fast forward, or turn it off, 
whenever they please. No demands are made upon the viewer. It is a 
simply sharing— and little, fun joke between friends. 

As if I said to the viewers: “Hey, guess what I did over the weekend.” 
And then I show them excerpts. And play them some music I 
composed for the occasion. This type of film-making is so very 
different from what we are accustom to seeing. Usually, we are 
assaulted by sound and images, and loud voices telling us what 
opinions we should have on this or that subject. Or, more brutally, 
we are shown extended actions sequences, with lots of noise and 
things blowing up or being destroyed in creative ways. 

That is not the way I will ever make movies. Fast, loud action and 
demanding, pushy stories bore the shit out of me.

Gina Swan: How many of your films have I been in Roscoe? 

Roscoe Forthright: At least 99% l I lose track. I know you weren’t in 
Witch Sisters: Capt Evil — I was not even in that one. That was Eva, 
Bea, Rosalee and the handsome young man with the huge cock. I 
forget his name. The girls loved working with that big cock. And he 
was a smart and friendly person as well. 

Gina: With the rising popularity of Grindhouse-style films, your 
movies are getting a lot of attention. Even your older R-rated TV 
shows are popular on the web. Which TV shows have had the most 
internet views? 

RoscoC: Probably the most popular one is the 28-min show Submit 
to Dr. Maze. Last time I looked it had over 241,000 views. Another 
popular TV show is Dr. Maze-Inside You, at 26,000 views. Of 
course, my X-rated movies get the most attention. There are many 
short clips on RedTube, all the ones you put up there. Thank you for 
that, Ginall People like those teaser clips. Rogue Nuns.3 has over 
47,000 views. 

Gina: Where are your best movies? Where do our X-rated films get 
the most play? 

RoscoC: That would be on hotmovies.com. They have tens of 
thousands of hours of porn of all kinds. And I am glad to be part of 
that collection. It is a well run site, user friendly, with lots of user 
options. A person can watch clips from a film, or watch or 



download the whole film. My best X-rated films are all on 
hotmovies.com 

Gina: Let’s talk about porn. I know you have very different goals 
from most adult-movie film producers. You honestly love and enjoy 
your girls. And you are loyal to us. Four or five of us are in most of 
your movies. You always treat us well and pay us well. I biggest 
difference between you and other porn filmmakers I have met is 
simple: You are not an asshole.

Gina: That is really the whole story right there: You honestly love the 
people around you, and that shows in everything you do. It makes 
your films 100% more interesting than most porn, and more fun 
than most films we get on Netflix, Amazon, and all the other big- 
budget vendors and distributors. Is there anything you would like to 
say directly to your audience? 



Roscoc: Yes. The best film-making and story-telling is not coming 
from the big players. Even the film festival circuit is full of hype, and 
dominated by agenda-pushing movies, where the creators only 
purpose is to push some social or political agenda in our faces. That 
makes for awful movies. My own intention is to make sexy movies 
which are pleasant and fun. FUN11 When did film-makers stop 
believing FUN is important? This is the greatest value of 1960s, 70s, 
and 80s grindhouse and sexploitation films. They were pushing no 
agenda. They were made as a form of fun. Hot, friendly big-breasted 
girls running and screaming, getting spanked and having cheerful

Google search: Aurora Belle pom - And you will see many images 
of a beautiful young woman, surrounded by happy, hard, 
sometimes spurting cocks. They enter her in many ways. She is 
often smiling, sometimes doing the “little girl” pout thing, which 
boys seem to enjoy. In short, Aurora Belle is a minor porn star 
with 5 to 8 years under her belt, and ambitions to make more 
cash from the social cachet of minor porn stardom.

The 
young porn stars imagine their fan base will grow large enough 
to support them into their 30s and 40s. I would rank that 
percentage probability around 3%, at best. In the case of Aurora 
Belle— this is a smart, talented woman with many other options. 
Few of the fans who pay to see her suck cock, will support her 
other talents. How many would buy her paintings? Or go to see 
her paintings in an art gallery? 










This is exceptionally good modern artl A career— a life-long 
career cdiYi be built from such talentl The problem iS: How do I 
convince my porn-star friend, to give up the porn-star fantasy, 
and focus her attention on creating and selling her paintings? 
The only thing which would motivate her change careers is cash, 
lots of cash. A handful of people need to start buying her art at 
Art Gallery prices, to convince her there is as much money in Art 
as there is in porn. I tell her. Art can be a lifetime career, and 
support her In style well into her 80s and 90s. Who will care 
about her porn when she is over 70? Or, even over 30? 








We are talking about the long view, the potential futures for one 
deliciously beautiful and talented woman, currently using the 
fantasy of porn to make cash. Like other young porn stars, she is 
probably sent out to earn cash by her loser boyfriend who 
remains on the couch smoking weed, and remains REALLYproud 
his girl is a porn star, and she continues to support the whole 
fucking loser household. 





I am out of ideas. No rational conversation can convince a young 
woman in LOVE, that her boyfriend is a loser, and will always be 
a loser, and there are many better options. And, her future 
happiness and future income are best served in other ways. The 
hot, boy-toy gorgeous man will be long gone ten years from now, 
and the choices she makes now really do effect the rest of her life, 
for good or bad.
